More than 90 regularly licensed teen-aged drivers 
each month escape the penalty for traffic law violations 
in Atlanta because of a gap in Georgia laws and the 

present law enforcement policy. 
Persons 16 years of age are quali- 
fied under the law to receive a regular 
driver’s license.

President Truman’s choice for 
the Democratic senatorial nomina- 
tion in his home state of Missouri 
took a shellacking at the hands of 
Stuart Symington, a former Tru- 
man trouble-shooter and one-time 
Washington ‘‘glamor boy.” 

Symington beat Truman’s pick, 
State Atty. Gen. J. E. Buck Tay- 
lor, by a thumping majority. of 
more than 180,000 votes. Truman 
himself had voted for Taylor be- 
fore flying back to Washington. 


CLEANUP CHIEF 


Symington, former secretary of 
the Air Force and cleanup boss of 
the scandal-ridden Reconstruction 
Finance Corp. before he quit early 
this year, will oppose Republican 
Sen. James P. Kem, a Truman 
administration foe, in the Novem- 
ber election. 

In the Michigan state primary, 
Democratic Gov. G. Mennen 
(Soapy) Williams and Fred M. 
Alger Jr., his republican secre- 
tary of state, emerged as finalists 
in the fight for governor in the 
November elections. Williams, who 
was unopposed, is seeking a third 
term. Alger beat his closest op- 
ponent by more than 100,000 votes. 
PRIMARY RECORD 

The Michigan vote—a huge turn- 
out threatening the state’s all- 
time primary record of 1,047,117 
—also turned up a spectacular per- 
formance by Republican Congress- 
man Charles E. Potter, 35-year- 
old World War II veteran who lost 
both legs in France. 

Potter won the GOP nomination 
to oppose Sen. Moody, Democrat, 
in November, after rolling up a 
huge majority over his nearest 
rival. Moody was unopposed.

PARIS, Aug. 6 (#—France may 
let the Tunisian issue get on the 
U. N. General Assembly agenda 
by default, an official spokesman 
hinted today. 

The spokesman told a news con- 
ference he could not say now what 
the French position would be when 
the problem comes up in October. 
He was commenting on a dispatch 
from New York saying the Arab- 
Asian bloc had already filed a re- 
quest to put the Tunisia case on 
the assembly calendar for debate. 

The fact that he did not specifi- 
cally state that France would 
campaign actively to keep the 
question off the agenda of the 
October session .apparently indi- 
cated France may permit it to 
come up.

' The one man was a trucker in Ne- 
hyaska. The other started his career as

the other at 78. Each had made a for- 
tune. 

One of them was Andrew Jackson 
Higgins, wealthy New Orleans indus- 
trialist whose landing craft, the Hig- 
gins boat, became a familiar and fa- 
mous sight on each beachhead in World 
War II. 

The other was Gharlés Clinton 
Spaulding, whose riches came from in- 
surance and banking. 

Andtew Higgins was a white man. 
Charlies C. Spaulding was a Negro. 

Both men operated on the same prin- 
ciple. They refused to believe “it can’t 
be done.” 

Andrew Higgins outlawed use of that 
phrase among his employees and he 
went ahead with them to surprise the 
armed services by fulfilling promises 
which the “brass” thought impossible 
to meet. By doing the impossible, the 
Higgins company helped win a war. 

Charles Spaulding, one of 14 chil- 
dren of.a former slave, didn’t let the 
obvious obstacle stop him in a rise from 
dishwasher to president of the largest 
all-Negro enterprise in the world. When 
he went into the insurance business, he 
rented an office for $2 a month. Of that 
phase of his life, he said: 

“When I went into the office early in 
the morning, I rolled up my sleeves’‘and 
swept the place as janitor. Then I rolled 
down my sleeves and was an agent, and 
later I put on my coat and became gen- 
eral manager.” 

Andrew Higgins, Charles C. Spauld- 
ing—young men of either race can study 
well their careers. 

What they proved was that the 
American Dream—rewards and a good 
life to those who win them, not just to 
those born rich and privileged—does 
come true even in an age when they 
say our frontiers are gone-and there is 
no chance for youth.

There was no pious talk, as was heard at 
Chicago, about States’ rights which, this 
year, could have become a cloak for a hand- 
ful of bosses to condone various disfran- 
chising devices and defend them under the 
sanctity of ‘‘laws of our sovereign states.” 


Nor is there to be any talk of States’ 
rights heard at the other meeting in Atlanta 
this week Wednesday through Thursday: 


There representatives of the Farmers 
Home Administration are to arrange for dis- 
aster loans from the Federal Government 
to protect livestock in heavily stricken 
drought areas and to help farmers to keep 
in production. 

While the politicians still cry aloud about 
States’ rights, they know and the people 
know that drought nor floods nor poor living 
conditions have regard for imaginary state 
lines, but that our community of neighbors 
embraced in the Federal Government must 


help from our common treasury to which 


we all contribute. 

So you heard no Southern political lead- 
ers protesting against aid to their people in 
the name of States’ rights, and you won't. 
You will hear plenty of vague oratory about 
States’ rights in the campaign. This will be 
particularly in regard to regulation of pow- 
erful economic interests by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. They still prefer the special privi- 
leges that they can enjoy under the right 
of states to be lenient and to let them ex- 
ploit human and natural resources contrary 
to the public interest. States’ rights still has 
potency there, but the purpose is plain, and 
no one has to be deceived thereby. 

Of all sections, the South has benefited 
most from protective measures taken by the 
Federal Government in fields beyond the 
scope of individual states. Such measures 
were found necessary 20 years ago when the 
great depression opened our eyes to weak 
spots and the lack of balance in our econ- 
omy and showed the need of adjustments in 
the common interest. They were boldly un- 


dertaken, by vote of Congress, by Franklin | 


D. Roosevelt. : 

So the two meetings in Atlanta do have a 
pattern. That was perhaps best put, if col- 
Idquially, at the Democratic state executive 
committee meeting by B. D. (Buck) Murphy, 
spokesman for Governor Talmadge. Fore- 
casting that Georgia would refhain Demo- 
cratic this year, he said: 

‘Folks down here remember how they 
had to hunt rabbits and make corn liquor 
to live back in 1932.

One-Party Label 


Handicaps Dixie’ 


WASHINGTON—One remarkable feature 
of the recent Democratic national conven- 
tion is that the South, for the first time in 
some 90 years, produced two of the leading 
candidates for the party presidential nomi- 


nation. What is more interesting is that on 

the second ballot the two Southern candi- 
dates, Sen. Estes Kefau- 
ver of Tennessee and Sen. 
Richard B. Russell of 
Georgia, actually polled a 
majority of the delegates 
between them. 

If the two Southerners 
had been able to (1) see 
eye to eye, (2) hold their 
lines intact, and (3) pool 
their strength, one or the 
other of them might have: 
been able to capture the 

nomination. Not since 1860 has a situation 
of that kind existed within the party. 

The showing made by Senators Russell 
and Kefauver tends to make a milestone in 
Democratie political history. It refutes the 


‘ Jong-standing argument against a Southern-s 


man being able to command national sup- 
port for a presidential nomination. 

Although the South has remained Demo- 
cratic, with few deviations, since the war 
over secession, the party has consistently 
gone elsewhere for its presidential candi- 
date. The reason for that was twofold. In 
the first place, the, party—both major par- 
ties—usually tries to pick a man from de- 


batable territory, one capable of delivering - 


a big block of electoral votes from some 
pivotal state. That explains why states like 


_ New York and Ohio havé produced so many 


presidential candidates in the past few gen- 
erations. 

The South being solidly Democratic, there 
has been no inducement for the party to 
select a candidate from .that area. The 
same thing applied to the Republicans in 
inverse ratio. 

The second reason was a hangover from 
the war of the 60’s. For years it was felt 
that a Southern man would be a liability as 
a presidential candidate because of the at- 
tempt of the Southern states to secede from 
the union over the slavery issue. 

Even so, in the absence of gome out- 
standing leader, it will probably be years 
yet before the South can put forward a suc- 
cessful candidace for a major party nomi- 
nation. .Before that can be done the section 
will have to get rid of its one-party label. 
Not until a two-party system is developed 
in the region and the states of the South be- 
come debatable territory will one of the two 
great parties turn to it for a candidate for 
president,

Pulse of the Publie 


Sectionalism as Expressed in Choice 


Of Nominee Called Denial of Unity 


. Vero Beach, Fla.—Coming on the heels 
of the Moody resolution’s flop at Chicago, 
the handing of a vice-presidential nomina- 
tion to Senator John J. Sparkman is pre- 
sumed to be a gesture of unity. But party 
unity devoid of an adequate union of po- 
litical beliefs is an empty thing and Spark- 
man’s liberalism, barely’ distinguishable 
from the brand Fair Dealers in general 
have, is not symbolic of a union between the 
conservatism of the South and the left-wing 
philosophy of those who control the Demo- 
cratic Party. If this group can obtain unity 
with such a gesture, then Southerners hold 
their beliefs at a paltry price. 


For almost 100 years, the South has been 


_ taken for granted. But this hardly expresses 


what the South has taken. It has been neces- 
sary for Southerners to wage continual oppo- 
sition to civil rights measures, incompatible 
with the freedoms they believe in and de- 
signed only to win the votes of minority 
groups in the North. The sectionalism, which 
has been thrust upon the South as a result 
of its stand on States’ rights, reached its 
zenith in the barrier it presented to a South- 
erner otherwise qualified for the highest of- 
fice in the land. Such sectionalism is, in it- 
self, a denial of unity. 


More could be said of disparity with lib- 
eralism, but as to-the South’s position, it is 
passing strange, is it not, the whipping boy 
of the liberals has become a darling in the 
economic world? In his lofty perch the lib- 
eral is superior to the economic tides he 
dreams he can control but those who must 
provide the substance of living will recognize 
the portent of an economic tide pushing ever 
Southward. 


How do you explain the fact the South, 
backward in its social relations and ob- 
viously in need of reforms in the opinion 
of the liberals, now happens to be the haven 
of refuge for many industries seeking re- 
lief from the burdens these very liberals 
have created after 20 years in the office? 
The Southward flow of industry, rivaling any 
industrial movement this country has seen, 
is literally pouring billions into the South- 
land because of its equitable social, eco- 
nomic and labor conditions. Will this move- 
ment of industry out of the Democratic 
strongholds of the North be claimed by the 
liberals in Washington as part of their 
planned economy? Contrary to what they do 
claim, however, the movement suggests re- 
forms are needed in other directions for the 
good of the country at large.

Loading Busses at Curb 
Would Work No Miracles 


Atlanta—The relocation. of the trolley 
wires in the financial district along Marietta 
Street will not improve traffic as much as 
the public will expect. 

Those busses traveling west on Marietta 
Street constitute only a fraction of those 
traveling east, but so far as they are con- 
cerned traffic will be greatly benefited by 
the wide open lane made possible by the 
trolleys traveling close to the curb. 

But on the opposite side of the street 
where traffic travels east, the situation will 
be quite different, as busses traveling north 
on Forsyth Street, turning east on Mari- 
etta (as is now the case), will have to swing 
wide into the second lane of traffic traveling 
east on Marietta Street, and then will have 
to cut back into the first lane to get to the 
curb on the south side of Marietta Street. 
This is bound to delay the eastbound traffic

in the two eastbound traffic lanes on Mari- 
ctta, probably sufficiently to block traffic 
at the corner of Marietta and Forsyth 
Streets. 


.A majority of the busses traveling east 
on Marietta Street make right turns south 
into Broad Street. The length of the busses 
making this turn is so great that to nego- 
tiate it will cause further traffic delay. 
They must either swing out into the second 
lane of traffic on Marietta or, because of 
the narrow width of Broad, swing into the 
northbound traffic lane of that street. 
Coupled with this delay in making the turn 
south into Broad Street, you will have busses 
traveling west on Marietta cutting across 
five or six lanes of traffic to turn south on 
Broad Street, whereas now these same 
busses cut across three lanes of traffic. 


Putting the wires close to the curb will 
not accomplish nearly so much good as ex- 
pected; on the contrary, more damage will 
be done. Why not spend that $50,000 in 
employing more traffic police to better 
handle the situation which now exists in 
this section of our city?

‘Excusitis’ Is . 
Common Ailment | 


Recently a friend described a mutual ae | 
quaintance as one who suffered from the 
all-too-prevalent malady of ‘‘excusitis.”’ This 
sickness is more widespread than the wihasant 
mon cold. It is a disease ; aa 
of the mind and heart. 

Its symptoms are irre- 
sponsibility, indifference, 
uncertainty and laziness. 

When asked to render 
a useful service for the 
welfare of the community 
or the church, a person 
will parade a list of 
**good’’ excuses. These 
excuses may sound log: 
cal and they may be per- 
suasive. ‘They. are ‘‘good’’ reasons but they 
are not “real’’ reasons. Behind the facade 
of easy explanations is a desire to avoid 
those duties and responsibilities which eack 
of us ought spontaneously-to assume for the 
common good of church, state and com- 
munity. 

Just think of all the ‘‘good’”’ excuses 
which a person may give for not voting or 
for not contributing time and money to a 
worthwhile community enterprise. Think of 
all the ‘“‘good”’ excuses a person may give 
for not attending church or teaching a Sune 
day School class or for not helping with the © 
dishes at a church dinner. ‘“‘Good’’*as the 
explanations may sound, the apologies are. . 
hard!y honest or “‘real.’’ Indifferent and ir- 
responsible persons manufacture flimsy cur- 
tains of pretense around themselves and 
push onto the shoulders of others the tasks 
which they wish to shun. How impossible 
all community and church life would be- 
come if ‘‘excusitis” spread into the minds 
and hearts of all men. 


Those who are most adept at the art of 
making excuses frequently disguise or sub- 
limate their own true instincts. ‘‘Good’’ ex- 
cuses usually lay bare the conflict between 
what we are and (1) what we wish we were, 
(2) what we should be, and (3) what we wish 
others to think we are. Psychologists de- 
scribe this sickness as “‘rationalizing’’ or 
attributing one’s actions to rational and 
creditable motives without adequate analysis 
of the true motives. 

*“*Excusitis’”’ is not a modern malady. It 
is as old as man. Do you remember how 
Adam blamed Eve and Eve blamed the ser- 
pent? Jesus was well aware of the ‘‘good”’ 
excuses men gave for not sharing in the 
work of the Kingdom. He focused attention 
on this malady by telling a story of a cer- 
tain man who sent invitations to a great 
supper. But those who were invited “‘all 
with one consent began to make excuse.” 
(Luke 14:18.) So the host sent his servant 
to bring to the supper the less fortunate ones 
who had not originally been on the guest list. 

Jesus rejected the weak excuses of men, 
Discipleship was compelling and demanding. 
“If any man come to me, and hate not his 
father, and mother, and wife, and children, 
and brethren, and sisters, yea, and his own 
life also, he cannot be my disciple.’’ (Luke 
14:26.) All of which meant that following 
Him required that a man make secondary 
every other facet of his life.

The water bird is a queer duck. Take 
the whooping crane for example.

Sinee the whooping crane’s breéding 
ground has been discovered, the wildlife 
people think perhaps they can learn what 
has been preying upon the species so that 
it is near extinction. 

The whooping crane release caught the 
eye because only recently it had been my 
deligiit to see ‘‘Water Birds,”’ the latest in 
the Disney series of authentic nature films. 

This all-color, unstaged and unrehearsed 
lens probe into the lives and loves of -feath- 
ered flyers of the seashore and the marshes 
was three years in the making. 

Sixteen photographers worked patiently 
over most of the Western Hemisphere. to 
bring you the hell-diving gannett, com- 
muter from equatorial clime to Labrador; 
the Western grebe and his mate in their 
fantastic courtship dance; two old coots in 
a fight over a hen; colorful flamingos by 
the flock; the water ouzel which noncha- 
lantly forages on the bottom of a mountain 
stream; the baby pelican snatching its 
breakfast from the papa with the big food 
bill; and a dozen other birds which make 
you say there ain’t no such animal. 

Tney say Walt Disney has made no money 
on these productions—‘‘Seal Island,” ‘‘Bea- 
ver Valley,’’ ‘‘Nature’s Half Acre’ and “The 
Olympic Elk’’ are the predecessors to **Wa- 
ter Birds.”’ But, perfectionist that he is, he 
doesn’t spare the cameraman or the cut- 
ting 100m in turning out a specimen of true 
artistry. 

As he and his technicians pasted up the 
strips of film that had come in from the 16 
photographers, they noted a striking pattern 
in the tempo of the flapping wings of the 
waterfowl. The varied cadences suggested 
Liszt’s Second Hungarian Rhapsody. So they 
geared the rhythm of the composition to the 
flight of the birds to wind up the strip with 
a symphony of motion, a bird ballet, a 
quackcophony, if you please.

Keep Dogs 
On Leash, 
City Warns 


By WALTER WHITE 

Atlanta's eanine population,’ 
which has been leashed and un- 
leashed tn» the past few weeks, 
technically is Back on the leash 
now, but their status is: one of the 
best in the country. 

The dogs were unleashed when 
the city Health Department re- 
cently said they couldn't enforce 
the law, requiring all dogs to be 
leashed while outside the home 
and yard. Now City Attorney Jack 
Savage maintains the city ‘‘can 
and will’’ maintain the law. 


NO DOG WAGONS 

However, the city has no dog 
wagons, dogs catcher or pounds, 
he said, which leaves the law vir- 
tually unenforceable. No city ordi- 
nance creating these agencies is 
forthcoming, he added. 

The only other major law facing 
dogs in the city and state is the. 
rabies vaccination law, which re- 
quires dogs to be immunized oace_ 
each year. This law is only par- 
tially enforceable, Atlanta veteri- 
narians say, because of lack of 


funds. 
Even so, Atlanta vets are unani- 


mous in classing Atlanta and Geor- 
gia’s dog laws among the fairest 
and best in the nation. 

Geogia has no peculiar dog laws, 
like the law in an eastern state 
forbidding ‘‘man’s best friend’’ to 
drink from public troughs. 


CROPPING ALLOWED 

There are no Georgia or Atlanta. 
laws forbidding cropping of dogs’ 
tails or ears, as there. are in 
Pennsylvania and New York. 
Cropping is done for Cocker 
spaniels, Boston bulldogs and other 
breeds and is almost painless, vet- 
erinarians say. 

The traditional organization up- 
holding dogs’ rights, the Society)! 
for Prevention of Cruelty to Ani-| 
mals, is no longer active in At-! 
lanta. However ex-members at 
present are gathering funds to re- 
establish that agency here in the 
future. 

The Atlanta Humané Society is 
quite active, maintaining a ‘‘Dog 
Haven’’ where homeless dogs and 
cats are sheltered. Here, Humane 
Society workers try to find suitable 
homes for homeless dogs and cats.

Just to prove that everything you know about food does not 
necessarily remain true indefinitely, we have just read a report 
of some studies made by the U. S. Department of Agriculture 


undoing~+one of our favorite practices. 


It isn’t true that bread 


stored in the refrigerator will stay fresh longer. (We thought it did.) 

Bread stored at 140 degrees or more stays fresh indefinitely, 
but as the storage temperature decreases, the bread gets stale. 
Bread that is frozen will keep up to six months, but that stored in 
the ordinary refrigerator gets stale very quickly. 


The researchers suggest you 
keep bread at room temperature 
and give the refrigerator space 
to more PCr eS 
ishable foods. | — wy 
Of course, 
what the re- 
port doesn’t 
say is that 


bread kept in

ator molds less allie and that 
has some virtue for a small 
family.
